Action was held up through opposi­ 
tion in the senate to the form of the 
joint resolution approving President 
Wilson’s purposes, as it passed the 
house. 
The resolution passed the house, 337 
to 37, after a spirited debate. 
In a spectacular session the senate 
discussed the house resolution briefly. 
Senators objected to individualizing 
Huerta 
and 
a 
subresolution 
was 
agreed upon by the foreign relations 
committee giving the president broad 
authority to deal with indignities of­ 
fered the United States in Mexico “in 
view of the situation as presented by 
the president in his message.” 


Lodge Presents Substitute. 


Senator Ixidge presented a substi­ 
tute for the preamble of the resolu­ 
tion reported by the committee which 
he will endeavor 
to 
have adopted. 
It set forth: 
“That the state of unrest, violence 
and anarchy which exists in Mexico, 
the numerous unchecked and unpun­ 
ished murders of American citizens 
and the spoliation of their property 
in that country, the impossibility of 
securing protection or redress by dip­ 
lomatic methods in the absence of 
lawful or effective authority, the in 
ability of Mexico to discharge its in­ 
ternational 
obligations, 
the 
unpro­ 
voked insults and indignities inflicted 
upon the flag and the uniform of the 
United States by the armed forces in 
occupation of large parts of Mexican 
territory have become intolerable. 
“That the self-respect and dignity 
of the United States and the duty to 
protect its citizens and its interna­ 
tional 
rights 
require 
that 
such 
a 
course be followed in Mexico by our 
government as to compel respect and 
observance of its rights.” 
The resolution as agreed upon by 
the foreign relations committee read: 
“In view of the facts presented by 
the president of the United States in 
his address told to the congress in 
joint session 
the twentieth day of 
April, 1914, in regard to certain af­ 
fronts 
and 
indignities 
committed 
against the United States in Mexico, 
be it 
“ Resolved, that the president is jus­ 
tified in the employment of the armed 
forces of the United States to enforce 
his unequivocal demands and affronts 
and 
indignities

against 
the United States; be it further 


No Intent to Make War. 


“Resolved, that the United States 
disclaims any hostility to the Mexi­ 
can people or any purpose to make 
war upon them.”

Wilson Realizes Situation. 
Mr. Wilson realizes that any action 
which the United States might take 
might be construed by Huerta as a 
military operation sufficient to pro­ 
voke war, but in everything said he 
emphasized that it is not the part of 
a powerful nation such as the United 
States to declare war on a weak neigh­ 
bor, especially on a small portion of 
a country already torn by civil strife. 
The president’s message indicated 
clearly that if war results the United 
States will not seek to add to its ter­ 
ritorial confines and that its only pur­ 
pose would be the restoration in Mex­ 
ico of law and order. 
Great crowds swarmed the Capitol 
grounds and the bouse chamber. 
In 
feverish excitement people waited for 
hours to hear the message read. 
The 
president was calm and smiled his 
acknowledgment to the demonstration 
of cheers with which he was greeted. 
He read in solemn tones, slowly em­ 
phasizing the sentences to which he 
attached great importance. 
When he reviewed the incident at 
Tampico and said he deemed it his 
duty to sustain in full the demand of 
Admiral Mayo for a salute cheers 
came from the Democratic side and 
from some Republicans. 
Many members of the minority par­ 
ty were silent, however, a fact which 
occasioned much comment in the gal­ 
leries.

NCT TO RAISE WAR REVEN UE 


Chairman Underwood Says Nation’s 
Finances Are Good. 
Washington, April 21.— Representa­ 
tive Underwood of Alabama, Demo­ 
cratic leader, who is likewise chair­ 
man of the committee on ways ami 
means, said that it will not be neces­ 
sary for congress to enact legislation 
providing more revenues for war pur­ 
poses.

TENDERS COWBOY BRIGADE 


Colonel Grigsby of Sioux Falls Sends 
Offer to President. 
W ashington April 21.—Colonel Mel­ 
vin Grigsby W Sioux Falls, S. I)., of 
Rough Rider fame, has tendered his 
services to President Wilson to be 
used in the event of war between the 
I lilted States and Mexico. 
IL* offers 
to raise a brigade of three full regi­ 
ments of Western cowboys in thirty 
days. 
Regulations similar to those under 
which the three cowboy regiments for 
the Spanish war were provided are 
suggested by Colonel Grigsby, who 
says that such a brigade undoubtedly 
would prove to be made up of the 
most serviceable men that could be 
obtained on short notice. 
Colonel Grigsby secured the muster 
of twelve troops in seventeen days 
during the Spanish war.
